This closed more than one half 
the saloons, leat mg only fifty-five. The 
largely increased tax they pay supports 
the 
police, the 
firemen, 
all 
the 
city officers and the cost of 
light­ 
ing 
and 
cleaning 
the 
streets. 
Having low a population cf about 30.C00 
the people of the town are considering 
the advisability of raising the fee to the 
enormous figuie of $5,000. This would, 
they believe, cut down the number of 
galoots to fifteen, while at the same 
time increasing the total revenue. 
The 
point m favor of very high license is 
this, that if the saloon cannot be abol­ 
ished completely, then make the tax 
reach the highest possible figure for the 
support of the city government.

P h il a d e l p h ia , 
Pa., March 25.—It is 
learned from a well-known railroad man 
th at the Northern Pacific railroad company 
had a t last secured control of the Wiscon­ 
sin Central railroad, and through it an 
entrance to Chicago. 
The directors of the 
company will hold a special meeting iu 
New York on Wednesday to form ally ap­ 
prove the lease, but it will be purely a 
formal m atter, as tho directors are a unit 
on the question, and the company is 
already in practical control of the Wiscon­ 
sin Central’s lines. 
C. C. Wheeler, formerly general m an­ 
ager of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
road, has spent three months in an exam­ 
ination of the property, connections, and 
accounts of the Wisconsin Central com­ 
pany. 
He went over every mile of the 
main line and its allied branches, inquired 
into its resources and traffic connections, 
and finally made a detailedjinventory of the 
property. 
Tho result of his investigation 
has teen compiled in an exhaustive report, 
which will bo submitted to tho board 
Wednesday. 
In it he recites the reasons 
why the acquisition of tho Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral road will be an advantage to the 
Northern Pacific company. 
The Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, the Northwestern, 
St. Paul, and other lines centering at 
Chicago are reaching out westward for 
traffic, and will, in his opinion, ultimately 
reach the Pacific coast and become trans­ 
continental lines. 
The Cana iian Pacific 
has a Chicago outlet and so have all tho 
Pacific coast lines. 
If the Northern Pacific 
is to maintain its position it must have 
equal facilities and Mr. 
Wheeler sees no 
other lin ecu t the Wisconsin Central that 
can afford the Northern Pacific its needed 
outlet. 
The road, ho says, is in first-class 
condition: it possesses goo!terminals, has a 
growing local trade, and is self-supporting. 
W ith the influence of the interstate com­ 
merce law to steady rates he believes tho 
road will be a profitable one. 
^ T h e lease is for either thirty-three or 
ninety-nine years. 
Tho period has not 
been determined yet. 
It is an operating 
lease, that is, tho Northern Pacific is to 
operate tho road and pay as rental 35 per 
cent of 
the grcss receipts. 
President 
Oakes, after studying the detailed reports 
presented by Mr. Wheeler of the amount 
and direction of traffic and of the operat­ 
ing expenses, has (omo to tho conclusion 
that the Northern Pacific can operate the 
road for 60 per cent and at tho outside for 
62. 
He believes tho Northern Pacific can 
make a profit ou the lease independently 
of the advantage accruing to the company 
from the possession of a through line. 
Of 
course all the Northern Pacific’s Chicago 
business will be thrown upon the Wiscon 
sin Central’s Rues, instead of being di­ 
vided up between all the roads running 
between Chicago 
and St. 
Paul. 
fc,The 
Northern Pacific makes no guarantee as to 
interest upon the Wisconsin Central com­ 
pany’s obligations, and, in fact, guaran­ 
tees nothing at all, except the prompt 
payment of the rental. 
The lease^will add 
to the Northern Pacific systemJTGT miles of 
road, including 344 miles of the Wisconsin 
Central railroad, 187 miles of leased lines 
and 236 of affiliated roads. 
W ith it also 
comes the possession of the extensive ter­ 
minal facilities a t Chicago, formerly owned 
by the Chicago & Great W estern railroad, 
which are constantly increasing in value, 
as well as the very valuable terminals at 
Milwaukee. 
The Northern Pacific executive commit­ 
tee, to which the lease was referred, has 
studied most carefully Mr. W heeler’s re­ 
port and will report upon it favorably a n i 
the opinion of the other members of the 
board has already been expressed in favor 
of the measure.

CORNERING FRUIT. 


AFTER THIRTY YEARS. 


A n A lle g e d ’ P la n to F orm a T rust 
F lo rid a O ranges. 
N e w Y o r k, March 25.—A report was 
circulated yesterday that a trust iu Florida 
oranges was about to bo organized in this 
city, and that Edward L. Goodsell was at 
the head of the movement. 
Mr. Goodsell 
is a graduate from Yale college in the class 
of 1881, who entered the business of im­ 
porter of fruits and who has enlarged his 
sphere of business so as to include buying 
fruits from Florida and California. 
He said yesterday that the movement 
was not to organize a trust, but to get up 
a company which would be able to handle 
Florida oranges with profit both to the 
growers and to the dealers!^ Many of tho 
growers in Florida *had gone there for 
their health 
and had planted 
orange 
groves 
for 
amusement. 
They found 
them so profitable, however, that they 
enlarged their plantations and did a good 
business. 
These men had careful packers. 
A t the same time there were many owners 
of plantations who knew nothing about 
packing fruit. 
They dumped it into boxes 
and then wondered why they had reports 
from the receivers in New York that the 
oranges arrived in bad condition and were 
unfit for the market. 
The company which Mr. Goodsell is or­ 
ganizing proposes to take the packing out 
of the hands of the growers. 
It will buy 
the 
fruit 
while 
it is still 
on the 
trees and 
advance 
to 
the 
owners 
what money they need 
at the time 
for necessary expenses. 
If they have 1,000 
boxes on the trees, tho company will as­ 
sume th at they have 750, and will paydown 
50 or 75 cents per box. 
Afterward tho 
growers will receive w hat the fruit brings 
less a fair commission and interest on tho 
advances.

W ashington, March 25.—The interstate 
commerce commission has decided the case 
of the Imjterial Coal company against the 
Pittsburg & 1ake Erie railroad company. 
Tbe railroad made what is called a group 
rate of 'n) cents per ton on all coal shipped 
from the Pittsburg district to th9 lake. 
The petitioners’ mines are near the center 
of the group, which has a radius of about 
forty miles, and they complained that the 
group rate was a discrimination against 
them and in favor of the more distant 
mines. 
The decision holds that a group 
rate to put producers of coal of the same 
general character and of practically like 
cost of production in a given territory on

pounding some passages of scripture in re­ 
gard to the mysteries, the Rev. T. Dew itt 
Talmage, D. D., gave out the hymn bo* 
ginning: 
‘’How firm a foundation, ye saints of the 
Lord, 
Ts laid for your faith in his excellent word.” 
The subject of his sermon was “ Tough 
Things in the Bible,” and bis text II. Peter, 
Iii. IO: 
“ In which are some things hard to 
be understood.” 
Dr. Talmage said: 
The Bible is the most common-sense book 
in all the world. 
But there aro many 
things in it which require explanation. 
It 
all depends on the mood in which you 
come to this grand old book. 
You may 
take bold of the handle of the sword or its 
sharp edge. 
You may employ on its mys­ 
teries the rule of multiplication or sub­ 
traction. 
There are things, as my text 
suggests, hard to be understood, but I 
shall solve some of them, hoping to leave 
upon all honest-minded people the im­ 
pression that if four or five of them can be 
explained perhaps they may all be ex­ 
plained. 
Hard thing the first: The Bible says the 
world was created in six days, whilo 
geology says it was hundreds of thousands 
of years in process of building. 
“ In the 
beginning God created the heaven and the 
•arth.” 
“In the beginning.” 
There you 
can roll in IO,OOO,CIM) years if you want to. 
There is no particular date given—no con­ 
test between 
science 
and 
revelation. 
Though the world may have been in pro­ 
cess of creation for millions of years, sud­ 
denly and quickly, and in one week, it 
may have been fitted up for man’s resi­ 
dence. 
Just as a great mansion may have 
been many years in building, and yet in 
one week it may be curtained and chan- 
deliered and cushioned and upholstered for 
a bride and groom. 
You are not compelled to believe that 
the world was made in our six days. 
It 
may not have been a day of twenty-four 
hours, the day spoken of in the first chap­ 
ter; it may have been God’s day, and 
1,000 years with him are as one day. 
“ And the evening aud the morning were 
the first day” —God’s day. 
“And the 
evening and tho morning were the second 
day” —God’s day. 
“ And the evening and 
the morning were the sixth day” —God’s 
day. 
You and I living in the seventh 
day, the Sabbath of the world, the day of 
gospel redemption, tho grandest day of all 
the week, in which each day may have 
been made up of thousands of years. 
Can 
you tell me how a man can get his mind 
and soul into such a blasphemous twist as 
to scoff at that first chapter of Genesis, its 
verses billows of light surging up from 
•apphiro seas of glory? 
The Biblo represents that light was created 
on Monday and the sun was not create'! 
until Thursday. 
Just think of it! A book 
declaring that light was created three days 
bef Oro the sun shone! M'hy, don’t you 
know that heat and electricity emit light 
independent of the sun? 
Beside that when 
the earth was in process of condensation it 
was surrounded by thick vapors and tho 
discharge of many volcanoes in the primary 
period and all this obscuration may have 
hindered the light of the sun from falling 
on the earth until that Thursday morning. 
Beside that David Brewster and Hersehel, 
the astronomer, and nil the modern mon of 
their ela.->s agree in the fact that tho sun is 
not light, that it is an opaquo mass, that it 
is only the candlestick that bolds tho light, 
a 
phosphorescent 
atmosphere floating 
around it, changing and changing, so it is 
not to be at all wondered at that not until 
that Thursday morning its light fell on the 
earth. 
Beside that the rocks in crystaliza- 
tion emit light. 
There is light from a 
thousand surfaces, the alkalies, for in­ 
stance. 
Tho metallic bases emit light. 
There was a time in the history of the 
world when there were thousands of miles 
of liquid granite flaming with light. 
Be­ 
side that it has been found that there are 
burned out 
volcanoos in other worlds 
which, when they were in explosion and 
activity, must have cast forth an insuffer­ 
able light, throwing a glare all over our 
earth. 
Beside that there are the Aurora 
Borealis and 
the Aurora Anchalis. 
A 
book on physical science says: 
Capt. Bonnycastlo, coming up the gulf 
of St. Lawrence the 17th of September, 
1826, was aroused by the mate of the vessel 
in great alarm from an unusual appear­ 
ance. 
It wa? a starlight night, when sud­ 
denly tho sky became overcast. 
In the 
direction of the high land of Cornwallis 
county an in.tantaneous 
and intensely 
vivid light, resembling the aurora, shot 
out on tho hitherto gloomy and dark sea 
in the lee bow that was so brilliant it 
lighted everything distinctly, even to 
tho 
masthead. 
The light spread over the 
whole sea between the two shores, and the 
waves, which before had been tranquil, be­ 
came agitated. 
Capt. Bonnycastlo des­ 
cribes the scene os that of a blazing sheet 
of awful and most brilliant light,—a long 
and vivid line of light that showed the 
face of the high frowning lan I abreast. 
The sky became lo wiring and more in­ 
tensely obscure. 
Long, tortuous lines of 
light showed immense numbers of 
large 
fish darting about as if in consternation. 
The topsail and mizzen-boom were lighted 
by the 
glare as if gaslights had been 
burned directly below them, and until just 
before daybreak, at 4 o’clock, the most 
minute objects were distinctly visible.” 
My hearers, there are 10,00') sources of 
light besides the light of the sun. 
Another hard thing: 
The story of the 
deluge and Noah’s ark. 
They say that 
from the account there it must have rained 
800 feet of water each day in order that it 
might be fifteen cubits above the hills. 
They say the ark could not have been 
large enough to contain “ two of every 
sort, ’ ’ for there would have been hundreds 
of thousands and hundreds of thousands of 
creatures. 
They say that these creatures 
would have come from all lands and all 
zones 
They say there was only one small 
window in the ark, and that would not 
have given fresh air to keep the animals 
inside the ark from suffocation. 
They say 
that the ark finally landed on a mountain 
17,000 feet high. 
They say they do not 
believe the story. 
Neither do I. 
There is 
no such story in the Bible. 
I will tell ycu 
what the Bible story is. 
I must say that I 
have changed my mind in regard to some 
matters which once were to me very mys­ 
terious. 
They are no more mysterious. 
This is the key to the facts. 
This is the 
story of an eye-witn^si, 
Noah, his story 
incorporated afterward bv Moses in the 
account. 
Noah doser ii >ed the scene just as 
it appeared to him. 
He saw the flood and 
he fathomed its depth. 
As far as eye 
could reach everything was covered up, 
from horizon to horizon, or, as it says, 
“ under the heaven.” 
He did not refer to 
the Sierra Navadas or Mount "Washington, 
5#r America had not been discovered, or. 
if it had been discovered, he could not ha!* 
seen so far off. 
He is giving the testimony 
of an eye-witness. 
God speaks after the 
manner of men when he says everything 
went under, aud Noah speaks after the 
manner of men when he says everything 
did go under. 
An eye-witness. 
There is 
no need of thinking that the kangaroo 
leaped tho ocean or that the polar bear 
came down from the ice. 
Why did the deluge come? It came for 
tho purpose of destroying the outrageous 
inhabitants of the then thinly-populated 
earth, 
nearly 
all 
the 
population, 
being probably very near the ark be­ 
fore 
it was launched. 
What 
would 
have 
been 
the 
use 
of 
submerg­ 
ing North and South America or Europe 
or Africa when they were not inhabited? 
And as to the skeptical suggestion that in 
order to have the water as deep as the Bible 
| states it must have rained 800 feet every 
day, I reply the Bible distinctly declares 
that most of the flood rose i&stead of fall­ 
ing. 
Before the account where it says “ the 
windows of heaven were onened.” it 


I 1 ‘all'the fouhtalns*of the great deep were 
I broken up.” All geologist* agree in saying 
, that there are caverns in the earth lilied , 
. with water and they rushed forth and aft 
; tho lakes and rivers forsook their b*d. The ■ 
fountains of the great deep v*erc brokes 
up and then tho windows of heaven were ! 
opened. 
It is a strange thing that we ! 
should be asked to believe in this flood of 
the Bible when geologists tell u3 that , 
again and again the dry earth has be?n 1 
drowned out? Just open your geology and i 
you will read of twenty floods. 
Is it not ) 
strange that infidel scientists wanting us to J 
believe in the twenty floods of geological ! 
discovery should, as soon as we believe in 
one flood of the Bible, pronounce us non I 
compos mentis? 
Well, then, another thing iu regard to 
the size of tho ark. 
Instead of being a 
mud-scow, as some of these skeptics would 
have us understand, it was a magnificent 
ship, as large as tho Great Eastern, three 
times the size of an ordinary man of-war. 
At the time in the world when ship build­ 
ing was unknown God had this vessel con­ 
structed, which turned out to be almost in 
the same proportions as our stanchest 
modern vessels. 
After thousands of years 
of experimenting in naval architecture and 
ship carpentry we have e.t last got up to 
Noah’s ark, that ship leading all the fleets 
of the world on all the oceans. 
Well, 
Noah saw the animal creation going into 
this ark. 
Ho gave the account of an eye­ 
witness. 
They were the animals from tho 
region where he lived; for the most part 
they were animals useful to man, and if 
noxious insects or poisonous reptiles went 
in it was only to discipline tho pat ience and 
to keep alert the generations after the 
flood. 
He saw saw them going in. 
There 
was a great number of them, and he gives 
the account of an eye-wituess. 
They went 
in two and two of all flesh. 
Years ago I was on a steamer on tho 
river Tay and I came to Perth, Scotland. 
I got off and I saw tho most wonderful 
agricultural show that I had over wit­ 
nessed. 
There were horses aud cattle such 
as Rosa Bonheur never sketched, and there 
were dogs such as tile loving pencil of Ed­ 
win Landseer never portrayed, and there 
were sheep and fo»vl and creatures of all 
sorts. 
Suppose that “ two and two” of all 
the creatures of that agricultural show 
wero put upon tile Tay steamer to be trans­ 
ported to Dundee, and the next day I 
should bo writing homo to America and 
giving an account of the occurrence, I 
would have used the same general phrase­ 
ology that Noah used in regard to the em­ 
barkation of the brute creation in the ark 
—I would haye said that they went in two 
and two of every sort. 
I would not have 
meant 600,000. 
A common-sense man my­ 
self I would have suppose that the people 
who read the letter wero common-sense 
people. 
“ But how could you get them into tho 
ark?” ask infidel scientists. 
“ How could 
they be induced to go into the ark? 
Ho 
would have to pick them out and drive 
them in and coax them in.” 
Could not the 
same God who gave instinct to the animal 
inspire that instinct to seek for shelter from 
the storm? 
However, nothing more than 
ordinary animal instinct was necessary. 
Have you never been in tho country when 
an August thunder storm was coming up 
and heard tho cattle moan at tho bars to 
get in and seen the affrighted fowl go upon 
the perch at noonday, and heard tho 
affrighted dog aud cat calling at the door 
supplicating entrance? And aro you sur­ 
prised that in that age of the world, when 
there were fewer places of shelter for 
dumb beasts, at the muttering and rumb­ 
ling and flashing and quaking and darken­ 
ing of an approaching deluge, tho animal 
creation came moaning 
and 
bleating 
to the sloping embankment 
reaching 
up 
to 
the 
ancient 
Great Eastern 
and 
passed in? I have owned horses 
and cattle 
and 
sheep and dogs, but 
I never had a horse or a cow or a sheep 
or a dog that was so stupid it did not 
know enough to come in when it rained. 
And then, that one window in the ark 
which afforded such poor ventilation to 
tho creatures there assembled —that sin ll 
window in tho ark which excites so much 
mirthfulness on tho part of infidels. 
If 
they knew as much Hebrew as you could 
put on your littlo finger nail they would 
have known that that word translated 
window there means window course, a 
wholo range of lights. 
Those ignorant in­ 
fidels do not know a window pane from 
twenty windows. 
So if there is any criti­ 
cism of the ark thoro seems to bo too much 
window for such a long storm. 
And as to 
tho other charge that tho windows of tho 
ark must havo been kept shut and con­ 
sequently all in-ido would havo perish© I 
from suffocation, I have to say that there 
are people in this house to-day who came 
all tho way from Liverpool to Barile ga I 
lighthouse and for two weeks were kept 
under deck,^the hatches battened down be­ 
cause of the storm. 
Some of you in tho 
old time sailing vessels were kept nearly a 
month with the hatches down because of 
some long storm. 
Then infidels say that tho ark landed on 
a mountain 17,00(1. feet high, and that, of 
course, as soon as the animals caum forth 
they would all be frozen in tho ice. 
That 
is geographical ignorance. 
Ararat is rot 
merely tho name for a mountain, but for a 
hilly district, and it may have been a hill 
IOO feet high, or 500, or 1,000 feet high on 
which the ark alighted. 
Noah measured 
the depth of the water above tho hill, an I 
it is fifteen cubits, or twenty-seven feet. 
Ah, my friends, this story o' the ark ii 
no more incredible than if you shoal I say 
to me: 
“ Last summer I was among tho 
hills of New England, and there came on 
the most terrific storm I ever saw, and the 
whole country was flooded. 
Tho waters 
came up over the hills, and to save our 
lives we got in a boat on tho river, nnd 
even the dumb creatures were so affrighted 
they came moaning and bleating until we 
let them in the same boat.” 
We are not dependent upon tho Biblo for 
the story of the flood entirely. 
All ages 
and all literatures have traditions, broken 
traditions, indistinct traditions, but still 
traditions. 
The old books of tho I’ersians 
tell about the flood at the time of Alu mian, 
who so polluted the earth that it hail to be 
washed by a great storm. 
The traditions 
of tho Chaldeans say that in the time when 
Xisuthrus was king there was a great flood 
and he put his family and his friends into 
a large vessel, and all outside of them were 
destroyed, and after a while the birds went 
forth and they came back and their claws 
were tinged with mud. 
Lucian and Ovid, 
celebrated writers who had neve:* seen th 
Bible, described a flood in the time of 
Deucalion. 
He took his friends into a boat 
and the animals came running to him in 
pairs. 
8o all lands and all ages and all 
literatures seem to have a broken and in­ 
distinct tradition of a calamity which 
Moses, here incorporating Noah’s account, 
so grandly, so beautifully, so accurately, 
so solemnly records. 
My prayer is that the God who created 
the world may create us anew in Christ 
Jesus; and that the God who made light 
three days before the sun shone may kindle 
in 
our hearts a light that will burn 
on 
long 
after 
tho 
sun 
has 
expired; 
and 
that 
the 
God C"ho 
ordered the arkjbuilt and kept it open more 
than IOO years that the antediluvians might 
enter it for shelter may graciously incline 
us to accept the invitation which this morn­ 
ing rose in music from the throne saying: 
‘ ‘Come thou and all thy house into the 
ark.” 
Another hard thing to be understood: 
The story that the sun and moon stood still 
to allow Joshua to comple his victory. In­ 
fidel scientists declare that an impossibility. 
But if a man have brain and strength 
enough to make a clock, can he not start 
it and stop it, and start it again and stop 
it - again? If a 1 machinist have strength 
and brain enough to make a corn thrasher, 
can he not start it and stop it, and start it 
again and stop it again? If God have 
strength and wisdom to make tho clock of 
the universe, the great machinery of the 
worlds, has he not strength enough and wis­ 
dom enough to start it and stop it, and 
start it again ana stop it again? Or sto p 
one wheel, or stop twenty wheels, or stop 
all the wheels? 
Is the clock stronger than 
the clock maker? Does the corn-thrasher 
know more",than the machinist? 
Is the 
universe mightier than its God? But peo­ 
ple ask how could the moon have been 
seen^to stop in the daytime? "Well, if you 
have never seen the moon in the daytime, 
it is because you have not been a very 
diligent observer of the heavens. 
Besides 
that, it was not necessary for the world 
literally to stop. 
By unusual refaction of 
the sun’s rays the day might have been 
prolonged. 
So that while the earth con­ 
tinued on its path in the heavens, it figura- 
fcivalY Sto Deed. 
You rouetr«unan»bar. that 


I he** Bible "author^ used” tho| veruocular 
of their own day, just as you and I say 
the sun went down. 
The san never goes 
J.w a 
We simply describe what appears 
to the human eye. 
Besides 
that 
the 
world, our work!, 
could have literally 
stopped without throwing the universe 
out of balance. 
Our world 
has two 
motions—the one around the sun and the 
other on its own axis. 
It might have 
stoppe I on 
its ^axis, 
while at the 
iame 
time 
it 
kept 
on 
its 
own 
path through the 
heavens. 
So there 
was no need of stellar confusion because 
our world slackened its speed or entirely 
stopped in its revolution on its own axis. 
That is none of the business of Jupiter or 
Mars or Mercury or Saturn or the Dipper. 
Beside that, within the memory of man 
there have been worlds that were born and 
that died. 
A few years ago astronomers 
telegraphed, through the Associated Press, 
t j all tho world—the astronomers .from the 
city of Washington—that another world 
had been discovered. 
Within a compara­ 
tively short space of time, astronomers tell 
us, thirteen worlds have burned down. 
From their observatory they notice first 
that the worlds look like other worlds, then 
they bes ame a deep red, showing that they 
were on fire; then they became ashen, show­ 
ing that they were burned down; 
then 
they entirely disappear, showing that even 
the ashes were scattered. 
Now, I say, if 
God can start a world and swing a world 
and destroy a world he could stop one or 
two of 
them 
without a great 
deal 
of exertion, or he could by unusual 
refraction 
of 
the 
sun’s 
rays con­ 
tinue 
tho 
illumination. 
But 
infidel 
scientists say it would have been belittling 
for other worlds to stop on account of such 
a battle. 
Why, sirs, what Yorktown was 
for revolutionary times and what Gettys­ 
burg was iii our civil contest and what Se­ 
dan was to the Franco-German war and 
what Waterloo was in tho Napoleonic 
destiny—that was this battle of Joshua 
against the five allied armies of Gibeou. 
It was that battle that changed the entire 
course of history. 
It was a battle tc 
Joshua as important as though a battle 
uow should occur in which England and 
the United States and France and Ger­ 
many and Italy and Turkey and Russia 
should fight for victory or annihilation. 
However much any other world, solar, 
lunar, or stellar, might Le hastened in its 
errand of light, it would lie excusable if it 
lingered in the heavens for a littlo while 
and put down its sheaf of beams and gazed 
on such an Armageddon. 
In the curly part of this century there 
was what was called the dark day. 
Homo 
of these aged men perhaps may remember 
it. 
It is known in history as tho “ Dark 
Day.” 
Workmen at noon went to their 
homes, and courts and legislatures ad­ 
journed. 
No astronomers have ever been 
able to explain that dark day. 
Now, if 
God can advance the night earlier than its 
time, can ho not adjourn the night until 
after its time!' 
I often used to hear ray 
father describe a night—I think he said it 
was in 18 J—when his neighbors aroused 
him iii great alarm. 
All tho heavenly 
bodies seemed to be in motion. 
People 
thought our earth was coming to its de­ 
struction. 
Tens of thousands of stars 
shooting. 
No astronomers have ever been 
able 
to 
explain that star 
shooting. 
Now, 
does 
not 
your 
common 
sense teach you that if 
God could 
start and stop tens of thousands of 
worlds or meteors he could start and stop 
two worlds? If God can engineer a train 
of 10,000 worlds or meteors and stop them 
without accident or collision, cannot He 
control two carriages of light, and by put­ 
ting down a golden brake stop the sun, 
and by putting down a silver brake stop 
tho moon? 
Under this explanation, in­ 
stead of being skeptical about this sublime 
passage of the Bible, you will, when you 
read it, feel more like falling on your 
knees before God as you read: “Sun, stand 
thou still above Giqeon, and thou moon in 
the valley of A j aion. ” 
Then there is the Bible statement that a 
whale swallowed Jonah and ejected him 
upon the dry ground in three days. 
If 
you will go to the museum at Nantucket, 
Mass., you will find the skeleton of a whale 
large enough to swallow a man. 
I said to 
the janitor while I was standing in the 
museum: 
“ Why, it does not seem from 
the looks of this skeleton that that story in 
the book of Jonah is so very improbable, 
does it?” 
“Oh, no,” he replied, “it does 
not.” 
Tho Jo is a cavity in the mouth of 
the common whale largo enough for a man 
to live in. 
There have been sharks found 
again and again with an entire human 
body in them. 
Beside that, tho Biblo says 
nothing al>out a whale. 
It says “The 
Lord pre j >a red a great fish,” and there are 
scientists who tell us that there wero sea 
monsters 
in 
other 
days that 
make 
tho modern whale seem very insignificant. 
I know in one place in the new testament 
it speaks of tho whale as appearing in 
the occurrence I have just mentioned, but 
the word may just as well be translated 
“sea monster” —any kind of a sea monster 
Procopius says in the year of 582 a sea 
monster was slain which had for fifty years 
destroyed Haps. 
I supposa tho sea 
mon­ 
ster that took care of Jonah may have 
l)een one of the great sea monsters that 


could have easily taken down a prophet 
and he could have lived there three days if 
he had kept in motion so as to keep the 
gastric juices from taking hold of him and 
destroying him and at the end of three 
days tho monster would naturally be 
sick enough 
to 
regurgitate 
Jonah. 
Besides 
that, 
my 
friends, 
there 
is one word which explains the whole 
thing. 
It says: 
“ The Lord prepared a 
great fish.” 
If a ship carpenter prepare 
a vessel to carry Texan beeves to Glasgow 
I suppose it can carry Texan beeves; if a 
ship carpenter prepare a vessel to carry 
coal out of the northern ports I suppose it 
can carry coal; if a ship carpenter prepare 
a vessel to carry passengers to Liverpool I 
suppose it can carry passengers, and if the 
Lord prepared a fish to carry one passen­ 
ger I suppose it could carry a passenger 
and the ventilation have been all right 
So all the strange things in the Bible 
can be explained if you wish to have them 
explained. 
And you can build them into 
a beautiful and healthful fire for your 
hearth, or you can with them put your im­ 
mortal interests into conflagration. 
But 
you had better decide about the veracity 
of the Bible very soon. 
I want this morn­ 
ing to caution you against putting off 
making up your mind about this book. 
Ever since 1772 there has been great dis­ 
cussion as to who was the author of Junius’ 
Letters, those letters so full of sarcasm and 
vituperation 
and 
power. 
The whole 
English 
nation 
stirred up with it. 
More than a hundred volumes writ 
ten to discuss that 
question: 
“ Who 
was Junius?” 
“ Who wrote the letters of 
Junius?” 
Well, it is an interesting ques­ 
tion to discuss, but still, after all, it makes 
but little practical difference to you and to 
me who Junius was, whether Sir Phillip 
Francis, or Lord Chatham, or John Horne 
Tooke, or Horace Walpole, or Henry Grat­ 
tan, or any one of the forty-four men who 
were seriously charged with the author 
ship. 
But it is an absorbing question, it is 
a practical question, it is an overwhelming 
question to you and to me, the authorship 
of this holy Bible—whether the Lord God 
of heaven and earth or a pack of dupes, 
scoundrels, 
or impostors. 
We 
cannot 
afford to adjourn that question a week or 
a day or an hour, any more than a sea 
captain can afford to say: 
“ Well, this is 
a very dark night.. I have really lost 
my bearings; there is a light out there. 
I don’t know whether it is a lighthouse or 
a false light on tho shore, I don’t know 
what it is; but I’ll just go to sleep and in 
the morning I’ll find out.” 
In the morn­ 
ing the vessel might be on the rocks and 
the beach strewn with the white faces of 
the dead crew. 
The time for that sea cap­ 
tain to find out about the lighthouse is be­ 
fore he goes to sleep. 
Oh, my friends, I 
want you to understand that in our delib­ 
erations about this Bible we are not at 
calm anchorage, but we are rapidly com­ 
ing toward the coast, coming with all the 
furnaces ablaze, at the rate of seventy 
heart throbs a minute, and I must know 
whether it is to be harbor or shipwreck. 
I was so glad to read in the papers of 
the fact that the steamship Edam had come 
safely into harbor. A week before the Per­ 
sian Monarch, plowing its way toward the 
Narrows, a hundred miles out, saw signals 
of distress, bore down upon the vessel, and 
found it was the steamship Edam. 
She 
had lost her propeller. 
She had 200 pas­ 
sengers on board. 
The merciful captain 
of tho Persian Monarch endeaved to bring 
her in, but the tow line broke. 
He 
fastened it again, but the sea was rough 
and the tow line broke again. 
Then the 
night..cam? on .aud .the marcifuL^antai** 


oTTho "Persian'MoruircfT “lay to, ” thinking 
in the morning he could give rescue to the 
passengers. 
The morning came, but dur­ 
ing the night the steamship Edam had dis­ 
appeared. ani the captain of the Persian 
Monarch brought bis vessel into harbor, 
saying how sad he felt because he could 
not give complete rescue to that lost Ship. 
I am glad that afterward another vessel 
saw her and brought her into safety. 
But 
when I saw the story of that steamship 
Edam drifting, drifting, drifting. I do 
not know where, tu t with no rudder, 
no 
light-house, 
no harbor, 
no help, 
I said: 
“That is a skeptic, 
that Is 
an infidel, drifting, drifting, drifting, not 
knowing where he drifts.” 
And then, 
when I thought of the Persian monarch 
aut hored in harbor I said: “That is a Chris­ 
tian. that is a man who does all ho can on 
the way. crossing the sea to holp others, 
coming perhaps through a very rough voy­ 
age into tho harbor, there safe and safe 
forever.” 
Would God that thoro might bo 
some « ne* to day who would go forth and 
bring iii those souls that are drifting, 
in 
this assemblage how many a score shall I 
say, or a hundred or a thousand’—not 
quite certain about 
the truth of the 
Bible. 
not 
certain 
about anything. 
Drifting, 
drifting, 
drifting. 
Oh, 
how 
I 
would 
like 
to tow them in. 
I 
throw you this cable. 
Lay hold of that 
cable of tho gospel. 
Lay hold of it. 
I in­ 
vite you all in. 
The harbor is xvido 
enough, large enough, for all the shipping. 
Come in, O you wanderers on tho deep. 
Drift no more, drift no more. 
Come into 
tho harbor. 
SSeo the glorious light house 
*f the gospel. 
“ Peace on earth, good will 
to men.” 
Como into tho harbor. 
God 
grant that it may bo said of all of you who 
are now* drifting in your unbelief, as it 
might have been said of the passengers of 
the steamship Edam, and as it was said 
centuries ago of tho wrecked corn ship of 
Alexandria, * ‘it c ame to pass that they 
all escaped safo to land.’’

Some of the Objectional Feat­ 
ures Pointed Out by a 
Farmer. 


How th e G am e Law s Should 
Be m odified or A m ended. 


To the E ditor. 
Two years ago by and through the per­ 
sistent exertions and lobbying of severa< 
sporting dubs and owners of private 
game preserves and shooting grounds, 
and assuming to represent tbe sportsmen 
of the state, they prevailed upon tbe 
legislature to enact anew set of game 
laws and tbe absurd game warden sys­ 
tem that is all "tails aud no head.” 
This winter these same repraeentatives 
of the sportsmen of Wisconsin (?) and 
in the name and for the people of the 
state (?) are on hand with a bat:h of 
amendments and farther specifications 
to "protect the game” for them. and by 
the aid of sporting parsons, humanita­ 
rian society "presidents” and a conglom­ 
erated aggregation of kid gloved gentry, 
and well paid lobbyists, assisted by the 
cephalopodic game wardens, will in all 
probability succeed in boremg the com­ 
mittee on game and fish so persistently 
that in sheer 
desperation they will 
‘‘throw up the sponge” and allow these 
disinterested fellows (?) to fix it up to 
suit

Yes, if you please, let us 
prohibit shooting on the favonte duck 
lakes entirely. This, of coarse, would be 
a little hard on the professional sports­ 
men, but then they usually go to Florida, 
Texas, Washington territory and some­ 
times to Alaska for sport during that 
part of tbe year that their shooting 
grounds in Wisconsin are "protected” so 
really would have a great deal more 
shooting than us farmers who only want 
Bfter receiving Judge Patterson’s letter. 
Therefore it was through no influence 
exerted by the Recorder or of its adverse 
criticism, that the bill did not become a 
law. Had the bill been passed, and the 
judge refused to grant license, it would 
have created a condition of things in 
Janesville for which Mr. Miner did not 
wish to hold himself responsible.

As a city we should es­ 
tablish a seminary for girls, and a college 
tor boys. There is money enough, and 
children enough sent away f r na the city 
every year to complete their education, to 
support institutions of this kind. 
It Miss Goodwin possesses tbe nerve 
to tackle the opportunity now offered 
there is no question but that a school will 
be established, and successfully mam- 
tair cd.
